quas¢-revolution in the practicé if not inthe 


‘theory itself of ‘our political system. ‘The 


adroitly balanced equilibrium of executive, 
judicial and legislative functions in the Su- 
preme Government was long age found want- 
ing under the pressure of the partisan and sec- 
tional passions which have developed them- 
selves. with the development of the nation. 
But. it. was.’reserved. for Mr: Bucwanan 
to openly introduce into eur governmental ma- 
chinery an element entirely, new, foreign to 
the very. conception of ‘the Constitutioh, and 
the inevitable tendéncy of which will be -to 
destroy the responsibility of the’Chief Magis- 
tracy, precisely as the system of nominating 
Conventions has impaired the independence of 
the electoral body. When. the Corstitution 
provided that the “executive power. should be 
veated in a President.of the United States of 
America,” it was certainly not intended that 
the President so clothed with responsibility 
should have license to create around himself a 
number of sub-Presidents ; and ‘to erect the 
ministerial officers of his Cabinet into a sort 
of Aulic Council, or Camarilla, upon whom he 
might discharge so much of his own official re- 
sponsibility as it- might be inconvenient for 
him to carry at any particular time gnd in the 
presence of any, particular émergency. The 
Presidential authority, while strictly defined, 
was also elevated and isolated within its own 
limits for the express purpose of centering 
upon it a& dignified, recognized. and - biad-

class-of public functions known as executive. 
Whenever @ joint responsibility was imposed 
upon any other department of the Govern- 
ment forthe diseharge of any of these funo- 
tions, the department so to be associated with 
the Chief Magistrate, was distinctly pointed 
out by the Constitution. Thus the President’s 
responsibility for the making of treaties is ex- 
pressly shared with the Senate by a clear pro- 
vision to that effect. 

Not.s0, however, the President's responsi- 
bility for the convening of extraordinary ses- 
sions of both Houses “of Congress or of either 
ef them. This.duty, whenever a question of 
its performance shall arise, the President is to 
decide on his own judgment. In making up that 
judgment he may of course. consult anybody 
whom he pleases, from a Postmaster-General 
to a Professor of the Smithsonian Institute, or 
a Colonel of cavalry. But he has no warrant 
whatever for submitting such a question to the 
“vote” of a Cabinet Council composed of per- 


‘sons. utterly ,unknewn. to the Constitution.

But while. far 
from ignoring these considerations, the Legis- 
Jature has tarned its serious consideration, at 
the instance of Governor: Banxs, to the imper- 
fections of manufacturing companies... 

The report above referred to speaks of the 
fact, so unfortunately notorious, that in periods 
of financial embarrassment, like that which oc- 
curred a yéar ago, the failure of corporations is 
apt to be more disastrous.than that of individ- 
uals, and the loss of property greater to its 
owners. The Committee also refer to:the ten- 
dency which the central and active‘ manage- 
ment of corporations always have toward con- 
centratioii in the hands of a few. This charac- 
teristic the Committee impute to the effect of, 
existing laws: To some extent: they may be 
right; but the evil has a deeper. origia, ‘which 
no change of laws can rempve. It is mainly. 
due to the extraordinary and culpable neglect 
of stockholders te look after: their own inter- 
ests. Corporation affairs are carried on upon 
the confidence principle .entirely:... Men who 
would not trust any individual, even the most 
henest and responsible, without good security 
and close watchfulness, yet place’ large inter- 
ests in the keeping of Directors, to manage as 
they please.. They seemito believe that a cer- 
tain “divinity doth -hedge” a Board, which 
precludes either wrong or mistake, and super- 
sedes all necessity for vigilance. Yet, Di- 
rectors are but men—very weak men often, 


dishonest sometimes—and im periods of mione- |. 


tary crises, the divinity aforesaid is frequently 
missing. The fandamental vice of business 
corporations is the blind trust of..the many-in 
the few. If the mass of stockholders would

beoks, inquiring into’ transactions, and voting 
at elections, ‘a salutary cheek -would be im- 
posed, and a much-needed reform effected. 
But this cannot.be brought about by the enact- 
ment of laws. - It must be accomplished, if at 
all, through the good sense and sober reflec- 
tion of the partiés in interest. 

A fruitful source ef mismanagement and 
corruption is touched by the Committee . when 
they reprobate the practice which permits one 
man to hold the office of Director.or Treasurer 
in several different Companies at the same 
time, whose interests. may become antagonis- 
tic and ‘conflicting. Gross instances of mis- 
conduct, arising from such circumstances, are 
seen.every day. Human nature is weak; and 
it would be strange if e.person placed in such 
a situation did not sometimes sacrifice the 
property of others for his own benefit. 

There should be no such thing as.implicit 
trust or confidence in business matters, where 
it is possible to avoid them. Any man who 
unnecessarily places his property under the-un- 
-restricted contre] of another, has-little cause 


of complaint, and no reason for surprise, when : 


he finds himself fleeced. - .Whether _Corpora- 
tions are more scrupulous, skillful ‘or honest 
than individuals, is a question which any maz 
who has observed the course of affairs for any 
considerable length of, tima, can .solve for 
himself.
